Bucks Coanty. 


ARTICLE I. OFFIOEiRS. 


The officers of the Republican Party of 


Bucka County shall consist of the follow- 
ing to Witt- 


Section 1. A County Committee to be 


compoted of one Oommltteainao to be 
elected at the Spring primary In each 
e'eetlon district, to serve until the folllow- 
ing Spring primary election. The County 
Committee shall meet annually at the 
County Seat on tbe Third Saturday of 
June to effect its owu organization. 


Section 2. A Chairman of the County 


Committee to be elected by the Oouimit- 
teemenwf all the districts in tbe county 
at tbe annual meeting at the County Seat 
on the third Saturday of Jun«. 


Section 3. A Gouuty Sxeoatlve. Com- 


mittee consisting of fifteen (!6) members 
of the Republican party, to be annually 
appointed by the County Chairman. 


Section 4 One Secretary to ba elected 


liflike manner aa the County Chairman 
is elected. 


Section 5. A Treasurer to be elected by 


the Executive Committee. 
ARTICLE II. COUNTY COMMITTEE- 


MEN. 


Section 1. A County Commltteeman of 


each district shahV be the executive officer 
thereof under tlifgeneral supervision of 
the County Chairman, and organize his 
district in such a way aa to proinote-a 
full attendance 
of the party at the 


election. 


Section 2. In addition to the annual 


meeting on the Third Saturday of June, 
they may assemble in convention from 
time to time at the County Seat at the 
call of tbe County Chairman lor any 
purpose. Each member of the Coanty 
Committee etrall receive ^en (10) days 
writtoo or printed notice of the call of 
all special meetings. They may also 
convene for any purpose upon tbo written 
call of one-third of all tbe Committee- 
men. 


Section 3. Thirty (30) members shall 


constitute a quorum lor the transaction 
of business. 


Section 4. The Secretary shall 
keep 


minutes of the proceedings In a book pro- 
vided for that purpose, which, together 
with all papers, documents and data in 
his possession shall be turned over to his 
tmocessor, and attend to such other 
duties as the Chairman may from time 
to time direct. 


Section 5. Tbe Treasurer shall receive 


and disburse, qn order of the County 
Otmirman, all moneys contributed for 
party purposes, ot which he shall keep 
accurate accounts, and turn over to his 
successor, all funds, books, documents 
and data in his possession. 
ARTICLE III. COUNTY CHAIRMAN. 


Section 1. The Oounty Ohairman shall 


De the executive officer of tbe party in the 
county, and as such put in operation the 
resolutions ana actions of che Oounty 
Committee, and shall preside at all 
meetings 
thereof, and be ex-officlo a 


member of all Committees appointed by 
him. In cane of the absence of the 
County Chairman at any meeting of 
the Oonnty Committee, it shall elect one 
ot its members tn preside at said meet- 
Ing, 


Section 2. The Oonnty Chairman shall, 


on or befoie the Pirst 
Saturday of 


August, annually appoint the Executive 
Committee, which shall assemble at Re- 
publican 
Headquarters on tha Second 


Saturday of August for the purpose of 
choosing a Treasurer for the ensuing 
year, or until bis successor is in like 
manner chosen. Tbe County Chairman, 
unrier tbe advice of tbe Executive 'Oom- 
mittee shall have general supervision of 
political campaigns in the oonnty. 


Sect'on 3. If vacancies happen In the 


Executive Committee or in the County 
Committee, Tile Oonnty Ohairman shall 
fill tbe same by appointment 
for the 


nnexpired 
term. He shall also call 


meeting' of tbe Executive Committee 
whenever be may deem It necessary, or 
whenever thereunto requested in writing 
by five (5) members of said Committee. 


Section 4. In tbe case of tbe reslgna- 


tionn or deatb of the Oounty Ohairman, 
the Executive Committee shall declare a 
vacancy in the otOce of County Ohair- 
man, and choose a successor from among 
the members of the Republican party in 
the county. In case of his inability to 
act, they shall appoint a Ohairman pro 
tempore. 


ARTICLE IV. EXECUTIVE COMMIT. 


TEE. 


Section 1. Beaitles assembling on tfae 


second Saturday of August annually, tbe 
Executive Committee shall assembled at 
the-call of tbe County Chairman, when- 
ever he may deiire, and also at such time 
as they may be called together by the 
Ohairman upou tbe written request of 
five (5)memheri thereof. The Executive 
Committee may also assemble of its own 
motion upon the written call of seven (7) 
members thereof, whenever the Chair- 
man fails or refuses to call them together 
upon the written request of five 5 mom 
bers, or whenever the office of Oounty 
Ohalrroan becomes vacant, or in the in< 
ability of the Oounty Chairman to per- 
form his duties. 


Section 2. In all caaes of special elec- 


tions, of vacancies happening on the 
ticket after any Spring primary has been 
beld, tbe Executive Committee shall 
nominate tbe necessary .candidates as 
soon aa practicable. A majority vote of 
the entire Executive Committee snail be 
necessary to nominate any candidate. 


Section 3. Tbe Executive Committee 


ahall at all times act in an advisory 
capacity to the County Chairman. 


ARTICLE V. ASSESSMENT OF NOMI- 


NEES. 


Section 1. Each nominee for Oonnty 


office, for Judge of the Courts, for Con< 
greisman, 
for State Senator and for 


Representative shall pay to tbe Treasurer 
of the party such assessment or assess- 
ments, as the Executive Oo>nmittee may 
in conjunction with tbe Chairman and 
Treasurer, from tine to time determine. 


ARTICLE VI. DISTRICTS. 


Section 1. For the purpose of nominat- 


ing candidates for Oounty Commissioners 
Auditors and

Island, there is an ugly three story 
bnlldlng of brick that is tbe "depart- 
ment store" of tbe lighthouse service 
In this country and its foreign posses- 
sions. Practically everything In the na- 
ture of a mechanical device used In the 
service, from the biggest lantern to ths 
smallest order of light, and Including 
Ihe apparatus for blowing, fog signals 
cud making the lights flash oa gas 
buoys, is turned out In'this place, and 
Dot only sent to all tbe stations In thia 
district, which includes Porto Rico, but 
also as far away as Alaska, and even 
to tbe Philippines. 


The mechanics employed are all men 


of the highest grade, for the objects 
they are at work on are too delicate, 
as a rule, to allow of much macbine 
labor, and in addition to this the gov- 
ernment bas never seen fit to spend 
sufficient money on tbe plant to fit it 
out wltb such machinery. In a stroll 
through tbe workrooms one can see 
men turning out the delicate brasswork 
that keeps the flashlights on a gas 
buoy going for three months at a time, 
the curious brass cylinders that make 
the walling cry of a tog siren, Uny 
floating stops that serve to keep tbe 
oil from overflowing in the lamps after 
the manner of a .student lamp, and the 
clockwork that keeps revolving lights 
turning around hour after honr through 
the long nights. 


Tbe only thing they don't make in 


this department store are tbe lenses, 
which are imported from Paris or Lon- 
don. - These are "assembled" In' these 
shops, however, and one can see lan- 
terns of nil sizes In the course of prep- 
aration, from the smallest size used In 
[he service to ones of the power suffi- 
cient to go In lighthouses of tbe first or- 
der. Of course tbe department has to be 
ready for emergencies In the way of 
Jreakdowns of lights, as well as ot 
igbtsblps, nnd so they not only keep 
two light vessels at the wharf always 
•eady for Instant service, but they also 
lave In this storehouse an emergency 
Ight that can be put np anywhere and 
fitted to take tbe place of any light of 
any description, whether it be fixed or 
revolving, red and white or all red.— 
New York Press.
